Ngw Yorxk, Dec. 2—The stock market to-
day was very uctive in smots, While the gen-
eral list was quiet and dull, and while there
were frequent changes in the temper of the
specalation, the tone in the main, especlally in
the afternoon, was strong, and among the
aclive stecks materinl advances were scored.
The market is again chlefly under the influence
of the monetary situation, and money birokers
clairo that it will be useless to leok for any
amount of time money until after January 1, as
institutions are not willing to enter into any
new engagements toward the closge of the year.

To-day the sellers of yesterday Were ronning
in 1hoir whorts, frightened first by the attitude
of I.ondon, which showed a disposition to buy
stocka, and later by the suddenness with which
prices were adynnesd upon them late in the
dar.
